JERl'SALEM  'NAVA'  AdOOmile 
•'pilgrimage  for  peace'  between  Arab 
and  Israeli  has  ended  In  tragedy  for 
.TOyearnld  Yosef  Cohen,  an  unem- 
ployed laborer  from  Tel  Aviv. 

Cohen,  whose  proposed  g'^todwlll 
mission  info  Arab  territory  had  at- 
tracted wide  attention  in  both  the 
Israeli  and  Jordanian  pres*  was  found 
shot  to  death  under  a clump  of  bu*hes 
near  the  nn  man  * land  Musrara  quar- 
ter separating  the  Arab  and  Israeli 
■ectors  of  Jerusalem.  Here,  despite 
warnings  fmm  both  tides,  he  had 
chosen  to  camp  for  the  night  I^fore 
emssing  over  Into  Jordan  for  a "con- 
ference ' With  King  Huttein. 


Near  hts  bullet  ridden  body  stood 
Ihe  small  white  flag  upon  which  he 
had  hung. implicit  faith  for  his  safety. 
It  was  still  flapping  in  the  stiff  winter 
breeze  when  Jordan  legionnaires 
turned  Cohen's  iKidy  over  to  Isrseli 
authortries  m Jerusalem  lor  huriai. 

The  (^eath  of  Cohen  brought  an 
end  to-tbe  most  highly  publicized  one- 
man  peace  offensive  In  thii  area  since 
Ihe  1949  armistice. 

Cohen  flrat  drew  public  notice  three 
months  ago  when  he  announced  that 
he  was  quitting  hta  Job  in  a Tel  Aviv 
factory  in  order  to  devote  the  rest 
of  his  lift  to  ending  Arah-laraell  strife 


The  brspectarled  father  of  flvs 
derUied  that  a vision  of  had 
appeared  to  him  in  his  dreams,  advis- 
ing him  that  he  had  been  chosen  as 
the  instrument  that  would  bring  peace 
bark  to  the  holy  land. 

Cohen  spent  three  months  walking 
across  Israel  and  then  less  than  24 
hours  after  crasaing  the  frontier  hla 
mlaaum  waa  over.  As  one  Israeli  news- 
paper remarked  in  an  editorial  the 
fotjowing  day.  "Yoaef  Cohen  has  finally 
found  peace ' NVhether  the  bullets 
that  slew  him  came  from  Israel  or 
Jordan  la  unknown.

Chrlst- 
nias  once  more  brings  its  eternal  message 
to  mankind:  that  |)cacc  is  poasiblo  among 
thosp  of  good  will,  the  gentle  and  the  kind. 
There  is  no  part  of  the  Christian  tailh  of 
more  direct  or  personal  concern  than  this, 
the  doctrine,  not  of  hate,  but  of  love. 
Man's  vain  attempt  to  rule  his  world  with- 
out it,  to  suh.stitute  what  pas.ses  for  human 
wi.sdom  for  divine  Injunction,  has  broken 
down  time  and  again  in  all  ages.  There 
will  be  no  la.sting  peace  upon  earth  until 
If  grows  firmly  and  cleanly  In  the  hearts 
of  men.  after  the  pattern  laid  down  by 
the  55aviour  who  was  i>orn  long  ago  when 
the  evening  star  guided  the  Magi  on  their 
way  to  Bethlehem. 

In  Canada  today  despite  the  world's 


unrest,  the  ttoi^  of  the  Christ  Child  in 
the  manger  will  be  retold  In  many  a 
humble  homci  Millions  of  Canadians, 
many  In  new  homes  and  not  a few  new 
in  the  land,  will  devote  the  day  to  their 
children  and  to  those  for  whose  happiness 
they  are  concerned,  There  will  be  abun- 
dant rea.son  for  thankfulness  and  for 
gratitude  in  a land  that  has  been  much 
favored.  And  it  is  there  In  the  home  and 
in  the  presence  of  little  children  that  the 
tnie  spirit  of  Christmas  will  prevail.  The 
wonder  and  delight  that  gleam  like  the 
evening  star  it.self^from  the  eyes  of  child- 
hood was  once  perhaps  the  lot  of  every 
individual,  until  somehow  they  lost  the 
way.

Ban  Not  the  Answer 


CELEBRATIONS  of  an  altogether  dif- 
ferent kind  from  those  of  today 
were  dlscu.wd  by  the  Victoria  police  com- 
mi.ssion  last  week.  Bet'ause  irresponsible 
element.s  at  Halloween  have  tum^  what 
used  to  be  more  or  les.s  harmle.ss  amuse- 
ment Info  Intolerable  hooliganism,  the 
rommlsjiion  has  recommended  (though  not 
unanimously)  lliat  application  be  made 
for  provincial  legislation  to  prohibit  (he 
Rale  or  use  of  fireworks  except  by  special 
permit.  The  Esquimalt  police  commis- 
sioners have  propWd  similar  restriction, 
but  on  a district  basis. 

The  commissioners*  concern  Is  fully 
warranted  by  events  last  October-end.  and 
their  earnest  efforts  to  restore  sanity  to 
the  Halloween  ob.senanee  do  them  cr^it. 
Surrounding  firt*works  displays  with  more 
rigid  restrictions  does  not  appear  to  be  a 
practicable  solution,  however.  There  is 
little  rea.son  to  suppose  that  prohibition 
of  fireworks  w'ould  be  any  more  effective 
as  a means  of  promoting  sensible  behavior 
than  prohibition  of  liquor  turned  out  to 
be  in  the  United  States.  Both  are  an 


invitation  to  bootlegging — and  lllirit  or 
home-made  fireworks  could  be  little  less 
dangerous  than  the  bath-tub  gin  and  boot- 
leg liquor  of  the  “dry  ” era. 

Whether  conduct  at  Halloween  is  good 
or  bad  is  chiefly  a matter  of  control.  If 
(he  authorities  cannot  control  (he  u.se  of 
fireworks  when  they  are  legal,  how  could 
they  expect  to  do  any  better  if  fireworks 
were  given  the  subtle  appeal  of  the  illegal? 
Behavior  at  Halloween  is  only  one  mani- 
festation of  the  defiant  lawles.sne.ss  of  the 
undisciplined  segment  of  modem  youth. 
There  have  been  equally  disgraceful  out- 
brealcs  of  hooliganism  during  sport.s  event.s 
elsewhere,  but  one  does  not  ban  them  all 
on  that  account.  Nor  would  it  he  fair  to 
ruin  the  harmless  pleasui'C  of  the  great 
majority  of  young  people  ju.st  because  a 
few  nit-wits  get  out  of  hand. 

Prohibition  could  very  well  turn  out  to 
act  as  provocation.  A jet  of  cold  water 
fmm  a hose  could  prove  far  more  effec- 
tive in  restoring  order  than  a too-restric- 
tlve  law  which  the  police  might  find  them- 
selves powerless  to  enforce. 


Well  Earned  Respite 


•^HIS  is  the  time  when  year-end  sum- 
^ maries  are  compiled  and  events  and 
happenings  of  1955  ard  iet  in  perspective 
or  cited  with  statistical  emphasis.

A half-million  steaming  miles,  the 
equivalent  of  20  limes  the  clrcumfemux* 
of  the  earth:  that  Is  the  combined  log  of 
the  Pacific  coast's  ships,  embracing  as  it 
does  visits  to  some  of  (he  far-flung  ports 
of  the  .seven  sea.s.  Such  places  as  Hawaii. 
Australia,  Alaska.  Groat  Britain.  Bermuda 
and  Dennlark  were  among  those  which 
saw  the  White  Ensign  borne  by  the  RCN's 
maple  leaf  warships.  In  addition  there 


were  weeks  and  months  of  concentrated 
e.xerd.ses:  minelaying,  marine  survey, 
landing  assaults,  liaison  with  the  r.S. 
navy,  and  numerous  other  seagoing  duties. 
Included  also  In  the  RCN’s  year-long  pro- 
gram were  the  needful  and  never-ending 
training  activities  ashore  of  both  regtilar 
and  reserv’p  components,  which  are  the 
prelude  to  an  active  role  at  sea. 

All  in  all  it  is  obvious  that  a.s  usual 
the  RCN  pursued  its«silent  but  strenuous 
way  in  the  defensive  service  of  the  nation. 
As  with  Its  sister  branches  (he  army  and 
air  force  it  did  well  the  tasks  that  jay  lo 
its  charge,  as  the  past  12  months  have 
clearly  shown.  Now  another  period  has 
ended  and  with  the  sea  and  shore  activity 
behind  them  naval  men  are  free  to  enjoy 
with  their  families  and  friends  (he  current 
festive  .sea.son.  Like  their  shore-based 
fellows  of  the  flying  field  and  the  barracks 
square  they  have  earned  a respite:  may 
their  Christmas  be  a bright  one.

“trap-hne"  grandmother  wa*.  her  own  story 
teIJs.  Yet  some  little  phlure  oI  her  before 
she  set  out.  and  how  the  tale  of  her  da.\s 
under  the  Northern  Lights  came  to  be  told, 
h Is  perhaps  heat  to  give  briefly 

This  intrmlut^ion  to  such  an  appealing 
modem  pioneer  is  taken  from  the  corre- 
spondence of  Mrs.  Doris  N’cedtiam  Hobbs,  of 
Victoria,  an  acquaintance  of  Mrs.  Jones  for 
a time  in  the  North.  Mrs  Hobbs  wrote: 
“I  had  gone  to  Join  my  husband  at  the 
Dominion  Kspersnenul  ''tation  at  Fori  Ver- 
million on  the  edge  of  the  last  fmntier  in 
Northem  Alberta. 

“Mrs.  Christina  Jones  was  living  with  her 
husband  on  a homestead  on  the  tiank*  of 
the  Paddle  River  a few  miles  from  Fort 
Vermillion  . . . 

Mrs.  Jones*  hu.sband  and  son  came 
back  from  war  with  health  undermined.  Be- 
fore the  war  they  had  llveil  In  vari«»us  towns 
In  Canada,  her  husband  being  a painter.  Ail 
her  life  Mrs  Jnnea  had  enjoyed  a comfort- 
able home,  and  the  social  life,  the  duties  and 
eontactj  resultant  In  church  and  fraternal 
aocletv  aclivliles. 

"Hower.  soon  trier  the  return  of  her 
husband  and  sol).  Nith  men  were  warned  by 
the  doctor  an  open  air  life  wa.s  iheir  only 
hope  of  regaining  and  retaining  health. 
They  look  up  a homcsfe.id  on  the  Padilie 
River  Here,  though  neighhf»rs  are  miles 
apart.  Mrs  Jones  he»ame  quickly  petpuinr

There  wasnt  anything  for  her  to  do.  and 
there  was  Sf*  puirh  she  could  do  to  help  the 
men.'  Ivspire  protests  by  both  hu<-band 
and  s»>n.she  ins.sted  on  going  In  and  doing 
hef  share  on  ttie  trap  line.  \^hen  sl»e  re- 
to  be  shaken  In  her  determination,  the 
badgered  men  finally  compromised  by  Uk- 
Ing  not  only  .Mrs.  Jones  but  her  daughter  in- 
law.
